MOMglCNOn C*P£' THE 0ATIIOLIO3 IN 
8AN FRANCISCO CHINESE QUESTIONS 
MISCELLANEOUS.

San" Fban'CISco, .July 4 til. 
The untiou's birthday! Tin- glorious 4th! 
While I write the audible celebrntion of the 
tiny reuehes my ear witli it dull, steady roar, 
whilo occasionally nit explosion of tlre- 
cruckers in the immedinte neighbarhood be- 
token Vouug America's hearty participation 
iu the fun. The day is, of cours?, a general 
holiday and the city is in gala dress; flags 
and bunting displayed everywhere. In ad- 
dition to the usual celebration of the day 
by a grand military parade, it lias been 
chosen as a fitting occasion (or unveiling the 
memorial statue of President Garlic-Id, at 
Golden Gate Park. The 4th of July com- 
mittee and the Garfield memorial associa- 
tion agreed to a joint programme for the 
day. Accordingly, after the parade the in- 
fantry were dismissed, and the cavalry and 
artillery escorted the association to the 
park where the statue of 

THE BELOVED DEAD 

was unveiled with appropriate ceremonies. 

The day has been celebrated iu various 
other ways. A regatta on the bay attracted 
many spectators. Must of the wholesale 
houses closed on Thursday night thus giv- 
ing a three days' holiday. All will at least 
have Saturday and Sunday, and as the rail- 
ways offer special excursion rates the ex- 
odus to the country lias been large. The 
prettiest feature of tin- celebration will be 
the fireworks to-night, for. though tho pub- 
lic appropriation for that purpose was 
smaller than usual, private displays always 
make the city a beautiful sight on the night 
of the 4th. 

THE DISTINGUISHED PIUSLATE. 
Quite a tttir lias been occasioned by the 
pretence in tho city of the celebrated 
Catholic prelate and oontroversahst, Mon- 
Bignor Capel who is making an extended 
lecturing tour throughout the country in 
aid of the educational fund of tho church. 
A large audience listened to his lirst lec- 
ture on '"The Existence of God," and on 
the following morning a letter appeared 
in one of the papers from the 

MARQUIS OF QUKHNKBUKY, 

now in the city, pr>>toating against tho 
lecturer's allusions to the belief or lack 
of belief of the agnostics, whoso system of 
faith tho pugilistic Marquis upholds, 
This titled gentleman whose name is pre- 
fixed to t he immutable code of laws which 
govern the listic arena, is no doubt pos- 
sessed of an exhaustive knowledge of "the 
manly art," but he should have hesitated 
before engaging iu a polemical encounter 
with one so far his suporior in that line as 
the controversial opponent of Gladstone 
and Canon Liddon. Iu very involved 
language he attempted to explain that the 
agnostics do not deny the existence of "o 
divine, almighty, inscrutable power," but 
only tho right or possibility of naming 
that power. The letter showed to very 
poor advantage when compared with Mgr. 
Capol'a ljgical answer, published next 
morning. Another letter from the Mar- 
quis followed, but the pugilist is no lit 
adversary for the priest, and as yet tho 
latter has not returned to the fray. The 
controversy afforded an opportunity for a 
witty, though rather irreverent editorial 
article in which the language of sporting 
circloa was ludicrously mingled with that | 
of the theologians. 

THE CATHOLIOS 

in San Francisco seem to be unusually 
active just at present. Several projects 
which were held in abeyance while a ! 
change in the jurisdiction of this diocese | 
was contemplated have, since the depar- j 
ture of Archbishop Alomnny and the ele- 
vation to the archiepipcopacy of Coadjutor 
Riordan, been taken up with renewed in- 
terest. It has long been the intention to 
roplace old St. Mary's Cathedral with a 
new and magnificent building. Tho 
prgsent site, corner of Dupunt and Cali- 
fornia streets, is fast being surrounded by 
the creeping tide of Chinese population. 
The new "cathedral will, therefore, be 
erected on the property bounded by 
Van NesB avenue, Franklyn, O'FarreU 
and Ellis streets, which will also contain 
a'residenco for the archbishop and Father 
JVendergast, pastor of the cathedral, 
with their suites. Th; former has, for 
the present, taken up his residence in the 



rectory adjoining the little church of St. 
John tho Babtist, Eddy street. 
Another building enterprise is 
»r> Dominic's church, 
corner of Bush and Pierce streots. This 
work, bogun bo vend several years ugo, 
was discontinued for lack of funds, but 
has beon resumed, and now promises to 
be at.an.dily carried forward. Tliore has 
long boon u wooden church on the same 
block which has hitherto sufliced for thut 
parish, but it is to give place to a massive 
brick structure, the walls of which are 
several feel iu thickness. The catholics 
have already a number of line churches, 
particularly St. Patrick's and St. Ignatius, 
and the new buildings promise to add 
still further to the architectural beauty of 
the city. 

While British Columbia is excited over 
CHINESE AFFAIRS, 
California, in spito of the restriction act, 
is not altogether easy. The appointment 
ofCol.Denby as minister to China Iiiih 
not found favor ill this state. It was a 
disappointment that a Californian was not 
chosen for that ollice, and the reported 
speeches of the new minister in regard to 
tlio courae he intends to pursue in his re- 
lations with the Chinese government, do 
not tend to allay fears. Eastern ideas on 
the subject of our intercourse with China 
read very well, hut a Pacific coast resident 
puts little faith in plans for closer trade 
relations with a country whoso millions of 
inhabitants are, to a great extent, prH- 
ducera only, consuming, iu comparison, 
almost nothing which tho outside world 
can supply. 

Reports have recently come to hand of 
a lecture delivered in Vienna by Baron 
Von Hubnor, the traveler and writer, 
which presented the Chinese question in 
a startling way. He says: 

"Whoever speaks of tho important 
changes on the face of the globo must not 
allow China to pass unremarked. The 
war of England and France against tho 
Celestial empire was an historical fact of 
world-wide importance, not because of the 
military successes uchieved; but because 
the allies cast down tho walls through 
which 400.000,000 of inhabitants wore 
hermetically closed in from the outside 
world. With the intention of opening 
China to Europeans, the globe has been 
open to the Chinese. Who travels now 
adays through tho flowory kingdom '. No 
one, with tho exceptions of the mission - 
aries, whose presence was already toler- 
ated there, and in addition to these there 
aro a fow explorers. But the Chinese are

and are also forming colonies 

After showing how these peoplo aro 
spreading and increasing everywhere and 
coining in contact with Caucasian peoples, 
ho closes us follows: 

"What will bo the result of tho meet- 
ing of these white and yellow streams I 
Will they How peacefully on parallel lines 
in their repetitive channels, or will their 
commingling load to chaotic events 1 Wo 
cannot tell. Will Christian society and 
Christian civilization in their present form 
disappear, or will they emerge victorious 
from the conflict, carrying their living, 
fruitful, everlasting principles to all tho 
corners of the earth I We cannot know. 
These aro the unsolved problems, tho se- 
crets of the future, hidden within tho 
womb of time. What we now distinguish 
i is only the first clangor of the overture of 
j the great drama of the coming times." 

JUDO 15 FIELD, 
I of the United States supremo court, who 
arrived fruni the east the otlior day, made 
some very sensible remarks to a newspa- 
per reporter on the subject of the Chi- 
nese. Alter saying that there is a grow- 
ing feeling against them in all parts of 
the east, ho nave his own viewa iu regard 
to them, as follows: 

"I believe that the Chinese should only 
be allowed to cmuo to America for the 
purpose of foreign commerce and to stu"y 
in our colleges, if they so desire. I would 
not allow them to labor here, nor to man- 
ufacture, nor to ongage in any kind or 
sort, of domestic industry." 

SUSUKLLANBOIJB. 

The wreck of the steamship City of 
Tokio cast a gloom over local shipping 
circles, as the vessel was one of the prides 
of this port. A number of San Francisco 
peoplo were among the passe n ne rs . 

Tn the Publishers' Weekly (New York) 
is a notice of anew book on .Alaska and 
the Northwest in general, by Minn Mar- 
g^retha Neppnor, author of "The North 
Star and The Southern Cross. " No doubt 
many of the Victoria merchants will re- 
member this soft voiced, confiding little 
Teutonic lady who visited their city not 
many months ugo, bringing letters of in- 
troduct ion to several. 

The Rt. Rev. Bishop Kip, Episcopalian 
bishop of California, this week celebrated 
his golden wedding, and also tha fiftieth 
anniversary of his ordination. Services 
in honor of the latter •■vera held in the 
Church of the Advent. The wedding 
anniversary being more of a social event 
was celebrated at his residence, and was 
a very brilliant affair. Besides many 
parishioners and friends of the worthy 
couple, thirteen Episcopal clergymen of 
this city and vicinity assembled to pay 
their respects. The display of flowers mi 
this occasion was very beautiful, many 
handsome (lower pieces being sent from 
all parts of the diocese.

EUROPE. 

Paris, July 10.— Tho Chamber of 
Deputies this afternoon voted an o.\ 
propriation of §800,000, to be expend- 
ed by the States in maintaining and 
educating every seventh child born to a 
French family. This action is taken to 
revive an obstacle law enacted during 
the French revolution in the interest 
of an increase of the French popula- 
tion. The present enactment applies to 
either sex, and is conlined to children 
of parents in needy circumstances. An 
attempt to reject this latter restriction 
was negatived by a vote of i(i0 to 121. 

St. Petersburg, July 10. —General 
Aunekophf litis proposed n scheme for 
the const ruction of a ship canal from 
the Caspian Sea to Michael's Bay, to 
avoid transfer of cargo from deep to 
light draught vessels. 

TONQtTIN. 
Pauls, July 10.— A dispatch to the 
government from Hue, capital of An 
nam, says General DeCourey lias issued 
a manifesto to the effect thai with the 
exception of a few of the ringleaders 
who planned the recent unprovoked at- 
tack upon the French troops at Hue, 
all those rebels who surrender within 
12 days "ill be granted a general iiui- 
uesty. Antiamite troops at. Hue and 
its environs have disbanded and sur 
rendered their arms to General Pe- 
Courcy. 

The coral industry on the Algerian 
coast is now regulnted by a decree of 
the Frenth Government, In future the 
Bulling for coral must no longer be con- 
ducted with the use of apparaaus made 
of iron or other metal, and it is sup- 
posed that implements of this nature 
end to distroy the reefs ami prevent 
their reproduction.

EUROPEAN POLITICS. 

Tho accession of the conservative inirty 
has not increased the clmucoa of war. 
The liberal government had so effectually 
tied British interests in India ill a bundle 
and thrown them over tho fence into the 
Russian backyard that the Salisbury gov- 
ernment can do no better for tho present 
than accept tho humiliating arrangement 
made by their predecessor. If anyone im- 
agines, however, that the trouble is set- 
tled once and for all, he will find himself 
doomed to bitter disappointment before 
long. Tho same forces that produced tho 
recent disquietude are still at work. The 
same men who engineered the Penjdeh 
fight and defied Great Britain are influ- 
encing tho czar and shaping Ilia Asian 
policy. The tire that Gladstone tried to 
quench is merely smouldering, and soon 
tho flames may burst f irth again. There 
ia but one man in Europe who can stay 
Russia's progress; who can command and 
force tho czar to halt. That man is Bis 
inarck — the greatest statesman of the 
day. Cool, crafty, calculating and watch- 
ful, ho bears Russia no love and would 
desire to see, least of all things in this 
world, tho czar become so powerful that 
he could brave Get many s anger with im- 
punity or, ill furtherance of 1'oter tho 
Great's will, overrun and conquer Eu- 
rope. There is no love lost between Bis- 
marck and Gladstone. In fact, tho two 
statesmen are believed to cordially hate 
each other. Bismarck has not hesitated 
to refer to Gladstone in the reichsrath in 
terms of cool contempt; nod Glad- I 
atone, in the famous article signed | 
"(!," told the world his ill opinion j 
of Bismarck in no measured words. Be- 
tween the conservatives, however, and 
the German chancellor there exists a 
most perfect understanding which Bea 
oonsfiold cemented at Berlin in 
1878. The foreign policy of the con- 
servatives has always been vigorous and 
Bismarck delights in a vigorous ally. The 
impress in n is abroad in European political 
circles that the conservative government 
ha3 re-established an eiifeiiii; cordiale with 
Germany and that Salisbury and Bis- 
marck have arrived at a perfect under 
standing on all tho matters which a short 
time since threatened to disturb tho peace 
of Europe, if this impression should 
prove to be correct, what a range of po- 
litical possibilities are open to the two 
allies. Russia must at once cease her 
aggression and Franco her impertinence 
while Germany and Great Britain would 
quietly proceed to shape the destinv of 
Europe and Egypt for the next quarter of 
a century. We confess to a great admir- 
ation of Bismarck, Out of a confused 
masB of small states and principalities he 
has built up and cemented a powerful 
nation — welded a disorganized people into 
a homogeneous whole. England holds 
little or nothing that Germany covets 
while Russia's growing power fills the 
European mind with apprehension and 
must cause Bismarck many gloomy fore- 
bodings. There exist many strong rea- 
sons why England and Germany shn.ilii 
be allies; but scarcely one can be cited 
why Russia should have a trietid or ally 
in Europe. 

TAxl VION. 

The great principle which underlies all 
civic taxation is improvement. If citizens 
want drainage and water and clean and 
wholesome streets thoy must contribute 
fairly and equitably towards the municipal 
revenue. With the monies thus obtained 
the holdings nf ratepayers are improved 
and onhanccd in value. Tho municipal 
council have just finished their sittings as 
a court to revise the assessors' valuation 
of properties within the municipality. 
The amount reduced, as was shown yea 
terday, ia a mere bagatelle when com- 
pared with tho increase. The assessors 
found that for thirteen years there had 
boon no revision of the realeetate roll. 
They also found that some proprietors 
had been inequitably taxed. Absentees 
had been especially favored with low valu- 
ations. In noun) instances realestate that 
brought the owners from §250 to S-100 per 
month paid a tax of only $20 per year; 
whilo many small property-holders were 
assessed nearly to the full value of their 
lots. The revisers have changed all this. 
They have brought the undertaxed man 
up and hnve equalized values. Where a 
man by improving his property has en- 
hanced tho value of his neighbor's us well 
aa his own lot improvements are lightly 
taxed and the neighbor is made to pay 
taxes on the increased valuation of his 
lot resulting from the enterprise of the 
man next to him. The revisers and tile 
council are to be praised for their work. 
The revenue will be sensibly increased 
and civic improvements of an important 
character may now be proceeded with. 

H ( > M E L ESS SETTL EES. 

Very soon the government will have to 
face their greatest difficulty in connection 
with the unhappy Northwest rising, and 
from a hint dropped by the premier the 
othor day it appears that the matter is al- 
ready engaging the earnest attention of 
tho administration. What wo refer to is 
the indemnity to bo paid to the hundreds 
of settlors whoso once pleasant homes are 
now no more, blackened walls remaining 
as the aole monument of tho terrible fire 
fiend started by savage hands. Besides 
compensation to be paid for loss of per- 
sonal property, there will bo indemnity 
asked for by those of who have been un- 
able to put in crops this year owing to the 
rebellion; and these two aourcea of loss 
direct and indirect will cost the govern- 
ment thousands of dollars. Besides this, 
something will have to bo done in the 
shape of immediate assistance to the Bot- 
tlers. Around Prince Albert, B.ittleford, 
fife., tho government haa been furnishing 
food to all during the past few weeks, but 
about ten days ago tho supplies were 
stopped. An indignation meeting was at 
once held at Battleford to protfiBt against 
th ia action, the settlers stating that thoy 
had absolutely nothing to live on. The 
government will therefore have to con- 
tinue the supplies.

In the County Court. Victoria. 

(Before Hon. Mr. Justice Creaao.) 
JUDGMENTS. 

Sayward vs. Adler, and Kelly vs. Adler. 

This was an application, after notice, by 
Mr. Drake, Q. 0., of counsel for the de- 
fendant, under Rule 128, made under the 
Imperial County Court Act, 9 and 10, 
Vict., cap. 95, sec. 81), made law here by 
a B. C. statute, the object being to set 
aside a judgment for §201.92 in Say ward's 
case and one of §87 50 in Kelly's case, 
rendered respectively herein for tho plain- 
tiffs m the County Court of Victoria by 
Mr. Justice Crease, sitting for County 
Court Judge, on Tuesday, the 17th day of 
July, 188-f, and all tho subsequent pro- 
ceedings thereunder. 

As the two cases were identical they 
were proceeded with at the same tune. 

The grounds of tho motion wore 

1. That the Court had no jurisdiction 
to issue the plaint herein; 

2. Or to try the same or render judg- 
ment, and when it was tried and judg- 
ment rendered, 

3. That the affidavit on which leave to 
issue tho aaid plaint was granted is un- 
true ; 

4. That the said defendant was not 
about to abscond or delay payment of 
the debt. 

The judgments in question had arisen 
under the following circumstances: 

On the 17th of June, 1ScS4, Mr. E. M. 
Johnson, agent of each of the plaintiffs, 
applied on affidavits of urgency under 
section 5 of the B. C. County Court Ordi- 
nance, 1S07, as amended, for a short sum- 
mons and hearing of the case of W. P. 
Say ward vs. Adler anil S. B. Kelly vs 
Adler. 

The section under which application 
was made, as amended reads as follows: 

"A summons may bo made returnable 
in three days or less from the service 
thereof, by leave of the Court, upon affi- 
davit or othor proof upon oath satisfac- 
tory to any County Court Judge that the 
party about to bo summoned is about to 
abscond or make default or delay payment 
of a debt duo to any of his creditors." 

Tho affidavits were made by E. M. 
Johnson, S. L. Kelly and W. I'. Say ward 
respectively- Kelly's affidavit stated in 
effect that defendant was indebted to him 
for goods supplied in §201.92, and did not 
deny the debt; that lie (Kelly) had applied 
for pa', lent and h id not been paid; that 
defendant had made a bill of sale of cer- 
tain of his goods to one creditor (Sold), 
and he was informed and believed de- 
fendant was seeking to make a sale of the 
remainder to Captain Clarke, auctioneer, 
J. P. Davioa, auctioneer, aud one Born- 
stein, with the iutenti in, deponent be- 
lieved, of absconding without paying 
his debt. E. ft I. Johnson's affidavit was 
to a similar effect; Saywiird's also, save 
that the amount due was !?87 50 for goods 
supplied and that defendant was delaying 
the payment of the debt due to him 
(Say ward.) 

Each summons was made returnable at 
4 p. in. on tho same day. 

At the hour appointed tho personal 
service of each summons on defendant 
was proved, and then defendant appeared 
in person and was heard by himself and 
counsel. 

For convenience, one case was taken as 
governing both. 

8. L. Kelly, plaintiff, provod the debt, 
and that Adler had been olleriua to sell 
his goods by bill of sale and that defend- 
ant tried to stop it. 

Mr. Walls, on behalf of defendant, 
objected to tho summons served, on the 
ground that the Court had no jurisdiction 
in tho case. 

Objection overruled, but noted. 

E. M. JuhmuH, sworn, proved defend 
ant's admission of the debt, and repeated 
promise to pay; t ha- after several applica- 
tions he had not done no, and still delayed 
payment. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Walls, nn 
his affidavit aaid that he had not stated to 
Adler, aa in Adler's affidavit complained, 
"that if he did not secure him he would 
have a judgment against him in two 
hours." Defendant told him lie could 
not pay and he ivould have to raise the 
money to do ao. 

Also, that he was going to execute an 
assignment of all his goods and chattels 
to Mr. J. P. Walla. 

Adler, the defendant, sworn, acknow- 
ledged to plaintiff that ho had given a bill 
of sale to Sehl of goods bought of him 
some time previously; that he had no in- 
tention of leaving the country; that there 
was not the slightest, truth in the atate 
ment that he had aaid ho had tried to 
raise money on his goods aud had intended 
to assign his goods to Walls or to anyone 
else . 

Cross-examined as to whether he had 
made any proposition to Mr. Clarke with 
reference to goods — That he had applied 
to Mr. Clarke's man to ask if he hud any 
money to lend, but not to himself, bin to 
another party, a man proposing to go in 
partnership with him named Bradley; 
that he had told Mr. Johnson he had 
plenty of goods to secure his creditors, 
and all his papers were in Mr. Walls' 
hands and ho could not say anything un - 
til he had seen Mr. Walla. 

On beiut: pressed with the inquiry as to 
what took place at Captain Clarke's with 
regard to borrowing money on the secur- 
ity uf goods and stock, the defendant's 
answers became very evasive, unsatisfac- 
tory and contradictory on material points. 

The Judge expressed himself dissatis- 
fied with this witness's evidence, and pro 
poaed to adjourn to Lhe next, day (18th) 
for some better evidence on defendant's 
part (if any), provided plaintiffs position 
were secured in the interim. 

A suggestion of an undertaking to that 
effect on defendant's part by his counsel 
fell through,— 

Whereupon, no further evidence hav- 
ing been produced or offered by either 
party, the plaintiff, pressing for judgment 
and execution as the only security 
to be depended upon, and none other 
ofTering, — 

Judgment, was given plaintiff in each 
case, without costs, but with immediate 
execution. 

Execution issued same day. 

On Monday, the 2,id of June, defend- 
ant applied on summons to Bet anide the 
judgments, on tho same grounds ao on tho 
present application. 

This Bummons was dismissed on tech- 
nical grounds, when tho present appeal 
was brought. 

JUDGMENT. 

CREASE, J. — I have delayed giving 
judgment herein partly from prolonged 
absence on circuit, but chiefly in oxpecta 
turn that, as it appeared at tho hearing, 
that the same point was then in appeal 
before the full bench the question would 
have beeu, ore this, authoritatively set 
tied, and then a decision on my part have 
been supererogatory. JS'oiio cuch has yet 
been given. 

Tho matter has been fully argued by 
counsel on both sides, and the arguments 
Btatutos, evidence, caaoa cited, and others 
bearing on the questions at issue carefully 
considered. It divides itself naturally into 
three points. 



1st. Does the county court law as it 
now stands allow of the issue hearing 
judgment and execution of a short sum- 
mona, and on what conditions. 

2nd. Have these conditions been com- 
plied with in the present case. 

3rd. Is this application brought in an 
improper form f 

Upon tho answer to these queries the 
judgment must depend. 

The law of the case turns upon the 
authority and construction of section 5 of 
the County Court Ordinance, 1807, as 
amended by tho Administration of Justice 
Act, 1881. That says: — 

"A summons may be made returnable 
"in three days or less from the service 
"thereof by leave of tho court, upon atfi- 
"davit or other proof on oath satisfactory 
"to any county court judge that tho party 
"is about to abscond or defruud or delay 
"judgment of a debt due to any of his 
"creditors." 

This section among othors of the County 
Court Ordinance of 18117, has in no res- 
pect boon repealed by any provincial leg- 
islation since 1867, but haa been confirm- 
ed by tho B. C. County Court .Act of 1883, 
section Hi, which says: 

From and after the passing of this act, 
notwithstanding anything contained in 
any statute, the "County CourtOrdinance, 
1807," and tho "County Court Amend 
ment Ordinance, 1800," and the various 
enactments of the imperial legislature 
therein mentioned so far as tho same are 
not from local circumstances inapplicable, 
and ho far as thoy are not inconsistent 
with a repugnant to the provisions of this 
act shall, with the exception of sections 8, 
11, 11, 12, 13 and I I of the County Courts 
Ordinance, 1807, be in force in all Darts 
ef the province, aa if the same were re- 
enacted in this act. 

From 18(!0tho lists of the diffuront coun- 
ty court registrars throughout B. C. to the 
present time are replete with instances of 
the above kind of short summons cases. 

The construction heretofore always put 
upon section 5 haa beeu to make the court 
aud judge exchangeable terms. The 
court wus in fact the judge. 

At the timu the 1807 act was passed and 
for aome eight years previously, indeed 
until the present time, there whs only one 
county court in which each county court 
judge had full power to act — with juris- 
diction continuous with the supreme 
court all over British Columbia, though 
hidden by various county court judges at 
various times and places, frequently at the 
discretion of the judge— and according as 
tho varying business and future of inter- 
ior aud border towns and mining camps 
seemed from tune to tune to require. 

An elastic system was tho outcome of 
tho condition of the country, — short sum 
menses and hearing the necessary prac- 
tice—and that unquestioned before this 
and the Carpenter cases arose. Indeed it 
ia a power which reasonably exerted, in 
combination with personal service is as 
valuable now aa ever, aa a companion- to 
the Absconding Debtors' Act, especially 
in the scattered districts and remote 
places of the upper country — where per- 
Bonal arrest is tor many reasons undesir- 
able. No written order of a judge for 
formally summoning a court in such 
apeedy cases has ever, that 1 know of, 
been made or deemed necessary. It was 
general!} only between the two parlies 
themselves — and the order made on terms 
and indifferently when the ordinary court 
has been sitting, and when not, — some- 
times in court, sometimes not. 

In estimating tho degree of urgency of 
the information to bo given on oath under 
that section to the judi^e — seeing that per- 
sonal liberty was not at stake — as in ap- 
plications for capias ad respondendum it 
has never been thought a condition of 
granting a short summonses that the ap 
pllcalit should prove that the delay men- 
tioned in the section was jraudulent. 

The words to 'abscond or defraud' suf- 
ficiently covered that ground where such 
might happen to bo the basis of tho appli- 
cation . 

A clear intentional delay in payment 
after demand ia sufficient cause. Every 
one who sells goods or labor to another is 
entitled (unless otherwise specifically ex- 
pressed or understood) \it immediate pay- 
ment on delivery of goods or completion of 
the consideration. After that a delay of 
payment when demanded, is in many 
c ises another name for total loss. 

Under the English county court system 
as introduced into British Columbia, there 
was a provision cited by Mr. Brake for the 
defendant as being applicable hero, enab- 
ling the plaintiff upon affidavit beforo 
the registriin (that the defendant was about 
to leave the ordinary jurisdiction of the 
court! at any time before the usual return 
day to issue a short summons returnable on 
the ordinary court day. 

(The service of ordinary summons being 
at least 10 clear days before the court day.) 

On the return day, the judge at the hear- 
ing, satisfied himself whether the defen- 
dant was about to remove out of tho ordin- 
ary jurisdiction of the court or not, aud be 
had full power to adjourn the hearing. 

The ordinary jurisdiction thero meant 
wis that of the county court of the District 
where tho complaint was issued. That was 
called the "Home" court in contradistinc- 
tion to every other district county court, 
which was called a "Foreign" court. 

In lingland, moreover, tho court days 
were frequent, regular and at tixed intervals, 
liiid each district had its own county court, 
the process from one requiring endorsement 
before it could issue with effect into the 
other. 

The removal of the defendant there 
spoken of was merely a removal from a 
home into it. foreign county court. 

The English tihort summons was not set 
on foot by affidavits before a court or a 
judge, nor had reference to a debtor "ab- 
sconding or defrauding or delaying pay- 
ment of a just debt." 

No such system was in existence in Brit- 
ish Columbia. Scarcely any analogy exists 
between the English and our short sum- 
mons. Indeed, such a provision was, from 
local circumstances, inapplicable here, and 
bos not been made to apply sinco, or if it 
have, if has not abolished, but is concurrent 
with that which is now under considera- 
tion. They were altogether different things. 

By the side of tho short summons pro- 
vision of the English county court system 
there was an act which did deal with cases 
Of debtors .altogether, absconding, etc. (not 
out of tho jurisdiction of tho district county 
court but) out of the jurisdiction of Eng- 
land. That statute, however (14 and 15 
Vict., c. 52) did not apply here. But to 
guard against the cases of debtors so ab- 
sconding, ate, in British Columbia, which 
presented unusual facilities for escape, aud 
had then only ono Supreme judge, a sum- 
mary [lower was placed in the bauds of 
every County judge in British Columbia in 
these words [B. C. County Court Act of lOtfi 
December, 1859, section 7. J — "Tho county 
court judge shall have a power of granting 
a capias ad respondendum in all cases of 
debt of tho amount of £20, or upwards. 

None of the usual pafeguards accompani- 
ed this power. The evils that ensued may 
readily be imagined and are fresh in the 
recollection of all practioners. 

To remedy these, statutory changes neces- 
sarily took place, and among them, in 1806, 
tUirt provision (section oof the county court 
ordinance, 1800) wus substituted. At ftr»t 
it applied only to tjje mainland of British 
Columbia, Vancouver Island being then a 
separate colony, having a separate govern- 
ment and an Inferior court of tho V. I. 



Supremo Court of Civil Justice instoad of a 
County court. But in 1807 sootion 5 was 
repeated in the County Court Act of 1807, 
and extended over tho whole then United 
colony of British Columbia, and has since, 
as I have described, beeu continuously act- 
ed upon throughout British Columbia aud 
with very beneficial results. Aud this pro- 
vision has beeu in a meusure confirmed by 
subsequent legislation; for when in 1881, 
for the first time, a question arose whether 
the three days mentioned in the section 
meant as it had beeu so long continued 
three days or less— an net was passed, "The 
Admin, of Justice Act, 1881," which in see- 
tiou 2 declared that in future tho section 
should read, three days or less. 

In this interval between 1800 and 1881, 
the Imperial Bankruptcy Acts and Domin- 
ion Insolvent Acts which had been succes- 
sively in operation in British Columbia bo- 
fore aud after Confederation, aud one or the 
other during that interval in concurrent 
operation with the British Columbia county 
court system which I described, were 
abolished, giving, if anything, additional 
value to section 5 — in tho eyes of a creditor 
within the county court limit. This, there- 
fore, being in a measure an enlarging sta- 
^ite, was not to be construed strictly iik if 
it had been in restraint of personal 
liberty, bat liberally as facilitating and 
expediting the remedy of tho creditor 
within the County Court limit without 
putting him to the more expensive and 
tardier remedy of the Supremo Court. 

What change, then, did tho County 
Court Act of 1881! (assuming it to be in 
full force anil infra vires) make in this 
atate of the law f 

It clearly did not repeal the section 5, 
for while it expressly repeals the sections 
before and after suction 5 — namely, I!, 9, 
12, 13, Ac— of the same Ordinance (ej- 
pressiu unites), it omits altogether from 
such appeal section 5; and therefore by 
the ardinary construction of law (unlosa 
thero be some provision repugnant to or 
inconsistent with such a construction) 
validates it. 

And there ia no such provision, al- 
though in the interval county court dis- 
tricts aud separate county courts have 
been established. It was argued by Mr. 
Drake that sec. 4 of tho Indicature Act, 
1881, repealed sec. 5 of the 9 and 10 
Vict., c. 95, and that by the County 
Court Act, 1883, county courts can bo 
held only in compliance with section 4 on 
the days appointed by tho lieutenant- 
governor in council. 

It is possible, if tho 9 and 10 Vict., 
c. 05, stood alone, and assuming the last 
act to be infra vires, that might|have been 
the effect. But here it ia different. I 
have already mentioned that in England 
thoy had the Absconding Debtors' Act, 
but none here. The lack of that pro- 
duced in the gradual process I have 
described section 5, which thus bocamo 
a cumulative remedy ongraftod on the 
Provincial Statutes. 

Section 5 was considerably more than a 
ro-enaetmeiit of English Statutes, and re- 
quired a apecitic repeal which, as I have 
shown in the Act of 1883, ia carefully 
avoided in the very section (aec 10), 
which specifically dealt with the subject, 
and repealed tho sections of tho Act of 
1807, both beforo aud after section 5. 

Section 2 of the Act of 1881, which 
the learned counsel for tho defendant 
brought forward as repealing section 5, 
actually enlarges its powers by insetting 
tho words "or leas" aftor "three days" in 
section 5 

Now, if (as Maxwell on Statutes de- 
clares) statute law must bo taken as the 
expression of the will of tho legislature, 
then the care taken in the original crea- 
tion and subsequent improvement of 
section 5 must bo taken to provo that the 
legislature had a clear intent to preserve 
it, and not to repeal it . 

It ia not to be supposed that tho legis- 
lature would make ao important an inno- 
vation without a very explicit expression 
of its intention. 

The provision waa ono which arose out 
of tho business necessities of tho country 
and its reason, the inconvenience and 
losses which the absence of audi a pro- 
vision must have created, and tho desire 
to render speedy justice to a deserving 
class of settlers, who could not wait until 
the supremo court came round once n 
year to get justice. 

And it is a canon of statutory construc- 
tion that in determining what ia the 
general object of the legislature or the 
meaning of us language in any particular 
passage, it is obvious that the intention 
which appears moat pgreeable _to con- 
venience, reason and justice, should in all 
cases open to doubt, be presumed to be the 
correct one. 

And such a particular provision aB 
section 5 would have called for a particu- 
lar repeal. 

Another canon of construction of 
statutes is: A general act is not to be 
construed as repealing a particular by 
more implication, and the reason in clear. 
Having already given its attention to a 
particular subject, and provided for it. 
the legislature is reasonably presumed not 
to ill to ml to alter that special provision 
by a subsequent general enactment unless 
it manifests that intention in explicit 
language, which is entirely lacking here. 

It seems to me abundantly clear in this 
case from all these considerations that 
the intention of the legislature was that 
the two sections should bo read together, 
namely, that which provided the ten days' 
notice of ordinary plaints, and the throe 
days' or less noiice, according to emer- 
gency, of this othur power. 

With any other construction the act 
would not be Workable. 

If it be true that tho last act speaks 
first, then the latter part of section 3 of 
tho County Court Amendment Act, 1884, 
is of great weight, for that says: 

"In audition In county courts hidden at 
" the tiniea and places appointed by tlio 
" lieut. -governor in council, every county 
" court judge may within his district hold 
" a county court at such times and plaoua 
" aa he may appoint, and may sit at any 
" tune and place for the discharge of his 
" duties 

Surely this is a confirmation rather 
than a repoal of section 5, and proves 
conclusively that the power exerted by 
tho oounty court is still extant and in full 
force. 

Taking it then as proved that tho^udge 
haa the power of calling a county court 
at any time and placo, in addition to any 
ordinary courts which tho lieutenant- 
governor in council may prescribe — a pro- 
vision which has been found ao valuable — 
is thero tiny ( hint; in the act to confine the 
holding one of these additional courts to 
such as have been summoned by length- 
ened public notice, or under a formal 
order of the court, as the learned coun- 
sel for the defence suggests i 

I can find none such in the act in ques- 
tion or any authority, and he oould show 
mo none bearing on tho point. 

Section 5 waa made ex necessitate rei 
for cases of emergency and to prevent 
dishonest debtors fromauddenly abacond- 
ing, or defrauding, or delaying payment 
of a just debt. It was meant from the 
first to be a power concurrent with the 
Absconding Debtors' Act of the Bupremo 
court. There ia no insolvent court for 
equal diarribution of assets hero, and ho 
who comes first, having a just claim, is 



entitled first to relief. Vigilantibus 
subrenit lex. 

A three days' notice, especially with a 
§1,000 limit, and an unscrupulous credi- 
tor, and only a ahadowy boundary lino to 
cross out of the jurisdiction, would be 
throe days' notice to quit, and even ren- 
der any application for tho more expen- 
sive capias in/ respoiiddenduin infrac- 
tuous. 

It would create, indeed, the very mis- 
chief which the section was put in force 
for so many years to prevent. Ita very 
ratio existendi would be gone. 

In a mutter of so much every day 
practical importance, with such a long 
train of county court decisions in favor of 
the construction I have placed on section 
5, sitting for a county court juil^e, I do 
not consider myself authorized, even were 
I of a different opinion, to run counter to 
tho general cuirent of judicial decision. 
1 am not a court of appeal. That would 
be the province of another tribuu»' *'hich 
will have to apeak, aud probably ere long, 
authoritatively on the subject in cases 
now ponding before them. 

The next question which suggests itself 
is — Waa th's a proper case in which to 
put audi a law in force f Was there 
sufficient proof on oath to the judge to 
satisfy hi in that tho requisites of the sec 
tiou were fulfilled, and so give him juris- 
diction f 

I am of opinion there was. There was 
no question of absconding. As to the 
logai fraud, I am not so certain; but I was 
and still am convinced that the defend- 
ant wus delaying the pay men., of the debt 
in the sense contemplated by the statute. 
The debt itself is mlinitted. The defend- 
ant admitted it himself in or >s5-exainina- 
tinn. But this evidence was delivered 
in so unsatisfactory a manlier writ's such a 
total want of openness so evasive, 
so contradictory in material | oiuts, thai I 
am compelled to withhold credence fr< un 
his affidavits, made after the hearing, wiih 
the full knowledge of the points he would 
have to provo up to, and even with thai 
his allegations as to his proposed sales are 
not complete. Non constat lhat if he did 
not oder his goods in entirely, he did the 
greater part of them. The allegation of 
the previous intent to convey his goods to 
tho use of all his creditors was not de- 
clared to tho plaintiffs then seeking pay- 
ment of their debts, and its allegation now 
has all the air of an after thought. The 
evidence in support of the defence, of 
course, is good for the points which the 
several deponents attest as to their own 
connection with defendant; but while they 
remove any impression of intent to ab- 
scond, they do not remove the convictions 
derived from the manner Mid evidence of 
tho defendant himself when in the wit- 
ness box of the fact that he was trvmg to 
dispose of a quantity of his goods at the 
time, aud had actually made a bill of sale 
of a part of them to a favored creditor: 
or id' the danger lhe plaint ill's debt 
was undoubtedly in ali that tune. 

It seemed und seems to me exactly the 
kind of ease, which the statute was framed 
to meet. Once satisfied that section 5 is 
in force, Uobineon vs. Benihan 2 exc. 
333, gives tho principle in which the jur 
iddiction is carried out. I did not sit i u 
tho bench during tho appeal in the Car- 
penter cases; but I understand that the>ru 
wore very appreciable differences between 
tho cuses which came Up then, ami the 
cases at present before me. Thero was, 1 
understand, short service, hut without 
personal service; and the defendant did 
not personally appearand wus not, as this 
defendant was, personally examined. 
Llad the defendant asked for time, aud at 
the aamo lime given an assurance which 
tho court could have taken that the plain- 
litfs'should not havo been prejudiced by 
any ad interim dealing with tho goods of 
defendant, there was every desire to give 
him as much aa would be reasonable. 
Here they had a defendant without capi 
tal, without credit, who had made a bill 
of aalo of aome goods and ivaa serkiug to 
diapuae of tho rest. So that failing any 
other assurance there was no security for 
the judgment creditors but in a It fa and 
to that thoy wore driven at lust by the 
defendant himself. 

This brings me to tho question. 

Ia this the right form of remedy which 
has been adopted/ 

It is an application under rule 128 to 
set aside the proceedings in the case; but 
no mention is made in the notice of a new 
trial. 

The English county court rules were 
adopted under the County Court system uf 
British Columbia from the first and are 
purport to be imported ad interim whore 
not inapplicable or repugnant by sec. 38 
of the act of 1883, until new rules shomd 
bo made as therein provided. No such 
rules havo, however, been required or 
made. 

Rule 138 says an application for a new 
trial or to set aside proceedings may be 
made and determined on the day of heal- 
ing if both parties bo present, or such 
application may be made at the first Court 
holden next after tho expiration of 12 
clear days from such day of hearing, and 
on proper notices. This course was fol- 
lowed here, and now it appears to me 
that under rule 128, supposing the appli- 
cation were granted only such portions of 
tho proceedings as arc substantially objected 
to should be set aside. The defendant's 
own evidence goes to show lhat it was not 
tho substance of the summons that was 
objected to. That his conns-l pointed out, 
was tho same as in the ordinary summons, 
but the short date set for the hearing and 
subsequent proceedings. Consequently 
under this rule it would appear compe 
tent for the court to set aside all the pro- 
ceedings except the summons. (The de- 
fondant has been personally served ) and en- 
large the time for hearing and a new trial. 
Tho only result of that, must necessarily 
be judgment over again for plaintiff and 
execution, us it stands at present and then 
nit/ hoiw I 

If tho wording of the notice be alone 
followed, seeing it goes to everything 
which has taken place, then lhe applica- 
tion is an appeal. Then under the old 



security, a case signed by judge and con- 
sidered by tho judges of appeal who could 
either order a now trial on terms or give 
final judgment for either party, or 
of nonsuit. In fact would have 
command of the whole, case. 

That defendant waa quite cognizant of 
this appears from the reference he makea 
during the case to inlc 139, which treats 
solely of such appeals, and from his argu 
mentthat the money having been paid into 
court and paid out again, no security 
for appeal is required; treating it as in fact 
an appeal Now rule 128 requires no se- 
curity. It is its own security. Tho fact 
is the present application ia an appeal, hut 
not in lhe form sanctioned by tin- net of 
1807. Jones i-. Owen, 18 L. J . Q B. 8, 
cited by the learned counsel for tho de- 
fendant to show that prohibition, tho for 
mer remedy under the county court sys 
tern, could issue after execution is an 
authority to show thai their application 
should be made to a higher court for. 
this is not a court of upije.il under lhe act 
of 1807. 

Therefore in that respect the applica- 
tion is wrongly brought It is not an ap 
peal sanctioned by the act of 18,".,'!, for 
that siys (secti. n 28) that appeals must be 
brought before mo judges ol the supreme 
court. 

The remedies by prohibition orMWiiirari 
having already been abolished. 

Moreover n bus linen settled, in re Pad- 
stou assurance association, 20 Chan. Div. 
142, that "an order m ule by n court of 
compett-nl jurisdiction (like thi, county 
court) "which has inith rity to decide on 
us own com] etenoy," if u hai e 
its jurisdiction in i's judgment, 
ment is an "erroiiei us order, 
proper remedy for- i hat is by mi 
in the speeoil form und manner 
by statute for appeaU. 'l hat 
been adopted here consequently, 10 i\ I 
ever light regarded whether an under rub-

a Nanainio Oflicer Ar- 
rested a Prisoner. 



The Amelia yesterday had on board 
Deputy-Sheriff Langley, with George 
LaRocque in charge, tho hitter having 
been arrested in Nanainio on Friday on a 
judgment warrant. Tho prisoner did not 
appear in Victoria on 25th May last iu 
answer to a summons for pool-selling, and 
judgment was recorded against him and a 
warrant issued for his arrest. He was 
taken to the barracks on his arrival hero, 
but afterwards was allowed out on bail. 

There are certain circumstances in con- 
nection with his arrest which reflect great 
discredit on the officer who made it. The 
facta as related by a geutlbtnan who came 
down from Nanainio are these: On Fri- 
day night ho approached LaRocque in the 
Royal Hotel, and stated in a rather thick 
voice that he had a warrant for his arrest. 
The prisoner asked him to road it, but 
but this tho otlicer was unablo to do; 
however, he went quietly with the officer 
and obtained bail at 81,000. Before 
doing this, however, the drunken olh'cer 
wanted to iron him, and afterwards said 
he would do so in the morning. At 0:110 
LaRocque put himself in custody and 
went on board tho steamer. Shortly 
after she started the officer having im- 
bibed too much of tho ardent became 
noisy and attempted to carry out his 
threat of placing LaRocque in irons; but 
the latter refused to submit to it, and 
several of the passengers backed him up, 
as he was acting in a perfectly quiet and 
gentlemanly way. The ollicer, however, 
became more troublesome, when Cow 
ichan was reached. Deputy Sheriff Lang- 
ley boarded the steamer here, and the 
facts of the caso were stated to him. He 
deferred taking any action for some time, 
until at last the intoxicated ollicer becom- 
ing a regular nuisance to all on board, at 
tho request of several tho deputy-aherill' 
placed him under arrest, took away his 
revolver and handcuffs, locked him in a 
stateroom and assumed charge of La- 
Rocque. 

These are iu brief the circumstances of 
the ease, which carry great discredit to 
tho u n i h ti ty employed in carrying nut 
tho law, and will undoubtedly result in 
an investigation being held. 

The Hi bos Extradition Case, 

Yesterday morning Hon. John Goodu, 
solicitor-general for the United States, ar- 
rived on the Olympian, lie represents tho 
United States government in the Hibbs 
ease, and expects to succeed in having tho 
prisoner returned to Lewistou for trial. 

A Vulitniit reporter called on Mr.Goodo at 
the Driard, and during a conversation the 
geutleruau stated that having just arrived 
ho eouiu not teii what the Dominion gov- 
ernment would do in tho matter, but he 
understood that they would endeavor to 
show that the case did not come under tho 
offenses designated iu the extradition treaty 
with the United States, it was his inten- 
tion to show that Hibbs could be lawfully 
extradited on a charge of forgery, even if 
the other acts of his crime were not em- 
bodied in the treaty. The United States 
will prove that Hibbs forged several money 
orders and collected the money on these 
forgeries. The case will probably be taken 
up to-morrow. 

Mr. Goode expressed a high regard for the 
Olympian, and said that our Sound steamers 
compare favorably in all their appoint- 
ments with tho elegant steamboats iu tho 
east that ply between New York ami Boston. 

Mr. Goods came overland via tho North- 
ern Pacific going direct to Lowiatou where 
he gathered testimony against tho accused, 
The authorities at Washington are of tho 
opinion that the offence is an extraditable 
one. Tho solicitor-general is a Virginian 
and represented that state in congress for 
several sessions. lie is pleased with the 
signs of wealth and prosperity iu Victoria, 
and intends to visit all the places of interest 
before his return east.

liush Fires. 

During the past few days bush fires 
have been raging over a very large extent 
of territory, and there has been consider- 
able destruction of property. The air 
everywhere is full of smoke, and as the 
telegraph wires aro down in many places, 
it ia impossible to get full particulars. On 
the south side of the river, so far as wo 
have boon abla to learn, very little dam- 
ago has been done. It waa reported that 
tho Royal City Planing Mill Co. 's logging 
camp at Mud bay had been burned, with 
a loss of upwards of £10,000 in timber and 
plant. Wo aro glad to find, on applica- 
tion at the company's office, that tho report 
is not correct. Fires Hero burning near 
the camp, but there had been no loss to 
speak of. From Mud bay to Hope I hero 
are many tires, but they aro principally 
tho result of efforts to burn off timber 
from land that is boing cleared for agri- 
cultural purposes. Across tho boundary, 
however, there has been quite serious 
loss. A despatch received yesterday from 
Nootsuok gives the following partial list 
of tho disasters in that region: Daraugo 
lost a barn, b\ r > tons hay, and a lot of 
fencing; Bishop, a largo barn; White, a 
dwelling house; McDougall, a duelling 
house and contents; Killcup, a barn, out- 
houses and crop; Thomas, a dwelling 
house and crop; Bradley, t wo dwelling 
housos with contents, outhouses and 
crops; Baker, dwelling house and coii- 
Fisher, dwelling house and contents; 
Ripley, dwelling house and contents. In 
this settlomentalono eight buildings, three 
barns, and a good deal of crop and other 
property have been lost. On the north 
side ( I the river matters are even worse. 
Tho tire extends from abuve Yale down to 
English bay. A few days ago Emory 
came very near being wiped out of exis- 
tence, but tho heroic efforts of her citi- 
zena saved ovurythiug but a few dwell- 
ing and shanties of small value. At Cat's 
landing it ia reported that McRae's log 
ging camp has been burnod. Between 
Stave river and Port Hammond the fire 
has swept over a large tract of country, 
and sever d cabins in the rear of Maple 
Ridge, near the Lillooet river, have been 
burned Capt. Pittendrigh's dwelling on 
his ranch at Pi t river was burned early 
on Wednesday morning, and although 
nearly all tin- contents wore saved the l"sa 
is considerable. Tho house cost 8-,o00, 
and was insured for SI, 000. Some of the 
fences and crop, and a lot of timber were 
also burned; and Mr. McLellan's house 
adjoining waa also swept away. Mr Roua- 
Benu lost about 70 cords of tan bark which 
was stacked there awaiting transportation 
to the Brunette tannery. The bark was 
worth over .$500. All about Port Moody 
the firea have been burning for dava, and 
great damage must have been done to the 
strip of valuable timber between Port 
Moody and tho rivur. A largo quantity 
of cordwood cut by Mr, Docksteader near 
the Thompson trail was also burnt up. 
This wood was cut some years ago, but on 
account i i' tho excessive dues demanded 
by the Dominion guvernment Mr. Dock- 
stoader let it lie there. Now neither the 
government, nor Mr. Docksteader will 
realize anything for it. Port Moody road 
has been blocked up in a great many 
places by fallen trees, and a gang of moil 
is at work all the time keeping it open. 
l'he fire ia now westward nearly to tho 
Brunette river. North of Burrard Inlet, 
near Moodyvillo, the tiro is raging, and it 
ia reported that a logging camp in that 
vicinity has been burned. Largo quanti- 
ties of smoke are coining over from Van- 
couver Island, and the whole country ap- 
pears to be suffering. There are indica- 
tions of rain and it is much needed. — 
Columbian. 

'rite Difference Between a ICody 
Drowned and one Placed 
in Ihe Water. 

Dr. Taylor, in conversation with 
several gentlemen and a reporter af The 
(JolonUt, gave the principal signs relied an 
by medical jurists in cases of death by 
drowning and those of murder placed iu 
the water to avoid detection : 

Death from drowning— The body is very 
oold, even colder than the water; pupil of 
the eyes dilated and lids half open; the 
couutanauce placid and pale, features not 
distorted, visage swollen; tho mouth filled 
with froth, the tongue protruding only as 
far as the teeth slightly beyond the incisors; 
tho limbs more or less stiff; fingers half 
closed on the hand, with dirt or sand under 
the nails, and the end of the fingers worn 
as from grasping on the ground; tho lungs 
and abdomen disturbed, with froth in tho 
bronchial tubes; the stomach filled with the 
same water in which the person was drown- 
ed ; the lungs dilated and gorged with blood \ 
black lluid blood iu the right cavities of the 
heart, and the internal surface of a jet black 
appearance. 

Death before the body is placed m the 
water — 1st. The evidences of violence, 
which are not likely to occur in it dead 
body unless in a very rapid stream; 2nd. 
Strangulation — The thorax and abdomen 
are tlat unless distended with the gas of 
putrefaction; tin- countenance distorted and 
livid; eyes congested and tho eyeballs pro- 
truding from the sockets, no excoriations 
on the ends of the fingers or dirt under tho 
nails; nails blue, hands clenched; engorge- 
ment of the brain; ocehyniosis about tho 
neck with evidences of bruises; the largo 
blood vessels disturbed; no fluid in the 
stomach but the natural contents; bloody 
discharges from the mouth, nose and earn.

Ilia school and busi- 
ness education have been received here, 
and he is also a member of tho Episcopal 
church. A petition in hia favor is being 
largely signed by tho leading wholesale 
merchants, professional and buainoaa men 
and tho various foreign consuls.

DROWMII) IN THE HAICBOK. 

The Body of an I'nKnown Man 
is round Floating; on 
the Water. 

Yesterday morning about seven o'clock 
an Indian on the steamer Rithet noticed 
the body of a man floating outside of the 
Hudson Bay wharf. A boat was imme- 
diately sent out and the body was landed 
at tho foot of Yates street where it waa 
given in charge of the police, 'l'he un- 
fortunate, man was evidently a working 
man, stoutly built and about forty years 
of age. Tho body was dressed in blue 
pants, rod flannel shirt and dark coat. 
Ten dollars and thirty coots was found in 
it pocket of the pal ts, but nothing to 
identify the deceased. The police re 
moved the body to the gaol where it was 
placed in tho yard, a disgusting spectacle 
to the crowd of morbid sight -seer* who 
viewed the remains. The feelings of ihe 
gaolor's wife and children must, have been 
thoroughly aroused by the horriblo sight 
beneath thnir windows, and it is a 
shame that a city the size of Victoria, 
with an intelligent body of men controll- 
ing its government, should be without a 
morgue to take dead bodies, instead of 
parading thorn in public in the gaol yatd. 
Lot there bo a morgue established at once 
by all moans. 

A coroner's inquest was held at half- 
past eleven before coroner Johnson, and 
a jury comprising Alexander Black, fore- 
man, W . Parker, J. Lippett, W. Me- 
Guil'e, H. liordull and t). V Zook. 

Moses, a Cowichan Indian, toatiliod to 
finding the body iu the water. 

Ollicer Oram testified to assisting in re- 
moving the body to the gaol yard, did not 
know deceased; searched i lit: body and 
found two Bank nf British Columbia five 
dollar billa, a twenty live cent and a live 
cent piece. The only mark mi 1 1 in body, 
was a slight scratch near the eye. 

The jury retired and in a few minutes 
returned a verdict that deceased ciime to 
his deatli about three day* ago by drown- 
ing, but there is no evidence to show 
what led to the drowning or the identify 
of deceased . 

The remains were taken ill charge by 
Mr. Storey and interred, 

The Nica Mine. 

A gentleman yesterday received samples 
in a letter from the mica mine, at present 
being developed in the neighborhood of 
Clearwater lake. This was discovered last 
fall by McKiuloy, and the present owners 
aro McKiuley, Johnson it 'Brodio, all old 
and experienced miners. With the assist- 
ance granted by the government and private 
funds, a trail was cut to the mine so that 
pack animals can be taken in. A machine 
for splitting the mica was procured from 
San Francisco and a man to work it, and 
this has been got to work lately. Tho letter 
does not state whether they have got out 
any large quantity oi mineral, but the 
samples sent aro of a very lino quality, 
dear as crystal and without a flaw. The 
persevering prospectors have evidently a 
valuable article which will net them huge 
returns when developed. 

The mine is situated in that portion of 
country between the Big Bend and Cariboo 
listriets, hitherto almost entirely unexplor- 
ed on account of the exceedingly rough 
nature of it. The wagon road is left at 
108-mile hoiiHe and the trail proceeds via 
Canoe lake and Clearwater river, about 100 
miles from the wagon roud. 

The letter stated also that Messrs. Mc- 
Kiuloy and Eagle had returned, and con- 
sidered that they had a big thing in the now 
district. The hitter ami bis partner, Home, 
went into tho district to prospect for gravel, 
but it is not known whether good pay has 
been struck. There is every probability 
that there is gold in tho district, as it is 
a continuation of the rich mineral belt that 
reaches from Alaska through to the north- 
ern states.

The Parnollite hospitality to tho re-elec- 
tion of Lord Hill, controller of accounts 
in the Queen's household, at present 
member of parliament for County Down, 
ia merely local.

POR'tf HAMILTON. 

Details of its Occupation. 
The Importance of Hie Port to 
Great Britain. 

The details of the occupation of 
Port Hamilton are given u*t follows by 
the Japan Gazette: "It seems that the 
annexation of Port Hamilton took 
place at 11 P. M. on the 10th. The or- 
ders had been not to run up the British 
flag unless the occupation was directly 
or indirectly challenged, and the appear- 
ance of a Russian ship constituting 
such a contingency, steps were at once 
taken to declare the nationality of the 
new owners. There are some "2000 
C'orean inhabitants, and they are describ- 
ed by an officer of the occupying squad- 
ron as dirty and lazy, the women and 
children doing all the work and the 
mon sauntering about in soiled white 
clothes. No doubt they will benefit 
largely by being brought under British 
rule, but it would be interesting to 
know what is their present status. Are 
they British subjects or prisoners! 
Speaking from an administrative point 
of view, they must have been a tolera- 
bly|se!f-sufficing community, for certain- 
ly the Government of Oorea seldom, if 
ever, can have interfered to control 
them. Still the authority of their of- 
ficials must have been derived from 
Sou 1 , and with a British squadron in 
the harbor Soul has been removed to 
an indifinite distance. We doubt 
whether- Admiral Dowell'a instructions 
included any solution of this problem. 
The programme was that the place 
should not be annexed except under 
certain circumstances, and so long as 
those circumstances were absent, the 
use of the harbor by foreign ships need 
not greatly disturbed the local officials, 
but with the Union Jack floating from 
their peaks the inhabitants are reduced 
to a somewhat anomalous position. We 
are told that the occupation is to be 
temporary only — say, a six months' af- 
fair. During the next six months, then 
the island will be without an adminis- 
tration; it is not at nil likely that Eng- 
land will be at the pains to appoint an 
administrative stall', and it is still less 
likely that the C'orean Government 
will undertake to administer a district 
which is in English occupation. The 
probability is that questions of this na- 
ture will be 'eft to settle themselves." 

Tne Tients in correspondent of the 
North China Daily News of June Jst 
says: "LiHung Onang has sent in his 
formal protest against the British oc- 
cupation of Port 'Hamilton. You may 
safely rely upon it that the protest is 
and nothing more, and has been made 
for a definite purpose. The occupation 
of these islands was probably arranged 
with Oorea through Air. Aston, acting 
under the guidance of Sir Henry Parkea. 
The German officers who went some 
weeks ago in the two cruisers of Ad- 
miral Ting have been basting that 
that they hauled down the British flag 
there, and showed by their talk that 
their present masters did not approve 
of its being in British hands. A good 
story is current that last year Li Hung 
Chung mentioned to a foreign Minister 
Plenipotentiary that Great Britain 
should never have Port Hamilton, for 
she already possessed enough smuggling 
stations in Hongkong, without getting 
another on the coast of China." 

Jt is the general impression in Ja- 
pan that Russia, to offset England's oc- 
cupation of Port Hamilton, will try to 
gain possession of the Corean port of 
Fusar, or one of the several fine har- 
bors to the south of that place. 

The Shanghai Mercury of June 10th 
has a letter from Port Hamilton of 
May 17th, in which the writer, who is 
on the ship Merionethshire says: " The 
port is all laid with mines and torpe- 
does, and wo are full up with coals and 
stores and provisions, for a month for 
1,000 men. Sometimes the British 
men of- war come and take an anchor 
or tive tons of coal away. Two Chinese 
gunboats came in this morning. I don't 
known what they want, unless they are 
windbound, for it has been blowing a 
gale of wind for these few days past. 
Thia is a lovely harbor, quite land-lock- 
ed and sheltered from all winds. It is 
a second Hongkong, and, in fact far 
better." 



FRANCE. 

A Terrible Tragedy. 

Paris, July 9.-- Paris is excited this 
evening over a horrible boulevard 
tragedy, just reported to the police. 
Architect Caudray, although married 
and having children, maintained a 
liason with Mme. Bessier, wife of a 
shopkeeper on the boulevard Voltaire, 
and who had an amiable husband and 
a dutiful daughter. The lovers quarrel- 
ed, and to-day, during the shopkeeper's 
absence from his place of business, 
Ciudray called upon .Mine. Bessier, 
and with a pistol shot' her in the head. 
Ho then ended his owm life by putting 
a bullet through his heart. M. Bessier 
goon afterwards returned to his shop, 
and stumbled over the dead. He never 
believed the stories he had heard about 
his wife's infidelity, and the revelation 
came upon him so suddenly that his 
mind broke down, and he fled from the 
scene, a raving maniac, yelling his 
shame up and down the boulevard 
Voltaire. When the police overpower- 
ed kim he made them understand, and 
the corpses were taken away from the 
shop. No living person knows why the 
suicide killed his mistress. It is thought 
M. Bessier will never recover his 
sanity.
